Heavy Rains Wash Away 
FDR Parking Lot Asphalt

Saturday’s heavy rains caused 
the liquid asphalt from the newly- 
surfaced parking lot of the Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt Senior High 
School to run off into the Green- 
briar project leaving a slick of 
several thousand feet in pools 
and pockets between the sewage 
treatment plant and the large 
school parking lot. In addition, 
there was damage to an unfinished 
apartment building. 

The asphalt threatened the 
nearby unnamed tributary to Bea¬ 
ver Dam Creek but, according to 
the Maryland Water Resources 
Administration (WRA), the spread 
of the thick tar-like substance 
was contained and stopped for the 
most part before running into the 
creek by drainage ditches and 
sedimentation basins located on the 
Greenbriar property. 

WRA official Ronald Parise es¬ 
timates that it will take five to 
seven days to clean up the mess. 
Assuming responsibility for the 
work is Glassman and Glassman 
Construction Co. T Inc., contractors 
for FDR. Back-hoes and other 
earth moving equipment are al¬ 
ready in operation. 

Contributing to the problem was 
the soil-cement process used on 
Friday to surface the large school 
parking lot. The method consists 
of tilling the sandy soil of the 
lot, then spraying on a liquid as¬ 
phalt tack which has the consis- 
tency of tar, and rolling the sur¬ 
face. However, before the asphalt 
had a chance to harden, the rains 
came, washing the asphalt liquid 
onto the Greenbriar property. 

The spill was discovered last 
Saturday afternoon by John Em- 
ler, the city’s engineering consul¬ 
tant. Subsequently a straw barri¬ 
cade was placed in the stream be¬ 
low the silt traps on Greenbriar 
property. WRA and the Coast 
Guard, which has jurisdiction over 
waters that flow into navigable 
streams, were notified on Mon¬ 
day. WRA immediately sent a 
truck and trailer and corrective 
action began. Filter screens were 
set up in the storm water channel 
at two points on Greenbriar pro¬ 
perty. 

The city also checked the stream 
at various points since it runs 
under the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway to the city’s northern 
property on parcel 1. Near the 
city landfill there was some ev¬ 
idence of asphalt traces on the 
banks, but not in the stream. 
North of the citv landfill a trap 
with straw was placed.

APB Explores Uses 
For Golden Triangle 

In response to its request for a 
review of the possible types of 
development that should take place 
on the Golden Triangle, city coun¬ 
cil has received a report (#154) 
from the Advisory Planning 
Board. 

The APB recommended that de¬ 
velopment should be a compro¬ 
mise between facilities that would 
generate a minimum amount of 
traffic and facilities that would 
provide a maximum amount of tax 
income for the city. It saw pri¬ 
vate office development or a motel 
convention center or something 
similar as meeting these criteria. 
It noted, however, that while pri¬ 
vate office development would pro¬ 
vide a good tax base, it would in¬ 
crease' traffic during peak rush 
hours. It also admonished against 
office development by a public 
agency, such as the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission, 
since not only would the traffic 
generated be equally as great as 
that from private office develop¬ 
ment, but also the property would 
be tax exempt. 

As for a motel convention cen¬ 
ter, the APB saw several advan¬ 
tages—not only generation of a 
good tax base, but also a city yield 
from the admissions and amuse¬ 
ment tax and not much generation 
of traffic during peak hours. 

As for a new car dealership re¬ 
portedly planned for the eastern 

half of the Golden Triangle, the 
APB agreed that it would generate 
low volumes of added traffic, but 
saw it providing a relatively small 
amount of added tax base in re¬ 
lation to the acreage utilized. It 
also foresaw the storage of auto¬ 
mobiles as presenting problems if 
the facility were not well planned. 

Day Care Facility 

Another APB Report (#156) rec¬ 
ommended approval of a special 
exception for the proposed day 
care facility in the Greenbriar 
Community Building. The facility 
is to be operated by the Campus 
Center for Early Learning which 
is associated with Prince Georges 
County Community College. 

A request for special exception 
and parking modification has been 
filed by Greenbriar Associates 
with the Maryland National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

The day school operation for 
pre-school and nursery school age 
children will utilize 2,954 sq. feet 
on the ground floor of the Green¬ 
briar Community Building and ac¬ 
commodate a maximum of 70 
children. Twelve parking spac^ 
would be required at a ratio of one 
space for every six children. Ad¬ 
jacent to the Community Building 
are 27 parking spaces. 

It was APB’s opinion that an 
adverse parking problem would 
not develop from the school use 
but it recommended that the 
special exception be conditioned 
on all loading and unloading of 
children taking place in the park¬ 
ing lot adjacent to the Community 
Building rather than along Han¬ 
over Parkway. APB also express¬ 
ed opposition to the conversion of 
any existing green space for park¬ 
ing now or in the future should 
a parking problem develop. 

Tot Lots 

In another report received by 
council, the Park f and Recreation 
Advisory Board recommended the 
immediate clean up and installa¬ 
tion of trash cans in all tot lots. 
It also recommended that a reg¬ 
ular route be established for trash 
pick-up in these areas. 


Martha Hutzler, from the au¬ 
dience, kicked things off by read¬ 
ing a statement disputing the 
management’s oil usage figures, 
and taking exception to actions ta¬ 
ken and statements made with 
reference to the mortgage mora¬ 
torium.

Final Outcome of Kay s 
Cocktail Party: $1 Fine 

The final consequences of that 
grand but controversial cocktail 
party opening at the Greenbriar 
Community Building last April took 
place last week in the county dis¬ 
trict court before Judge James 
Magruder Rea. At that time, the 
host, Greenbriar Associates, had 
been issued citations by the County 
Board of Licenses and Permits 
for ignoring a “Do Not Occupy’’ 
notice tacked on the front door 
because of failure to get the legally 
required use and occupancy permit 
certifying that the development’s 
plumbing, electrical, and fire 
sprinkler systems were safe and 
operating when the party was held. 

Judge Rea accepted a no contest 
plea from Greenbriar developer, 
Jerome Kay, but turned down the 
recommendation of prosecutor Ro 
bert Bonsib for a $1,000 fine. In¬ 
stead, he imposed a $1 fine (later 
suspended) and court costs. 

According to The Washington 
Post the judge said that he did 
not want the court cluttered up 
with such civil matters, that the 
court could not cope with the 
thousands of building code viola¬ 
tions, and suggested that these 
matters be handled by an admin¬ 
istrative board. 

The county is upset at the treat¬ 
ment building inspectors are get¬ 
ting from the judicial system. 
Chief county building inspector, 
James R. Novak, complained that 
his department could not do its job 
without the support of the prose¬ 
cutors and the courts. He pointed 
out that there has not been a 
* successful prosecution of a build¬ 
ing code violation in 2 % years. 
Inspectors he said are reluctant 
to write violation notices because 
“they have been so ridiculed in 
court that they don’t want to go 
back there.”

The board then unanimously au¬ 
thorized the annual payments of 
county and city real estate taxes 
and the third quarterly payment 
of $18,266.49 of the capital improve¬ 
ment note, in addition to approv¬ 
ing the work and low bid of $7,350 
by Lance Construction Company to 
solve a serious roof problem on 
the units at 43-A through F, Ridge 
Road. 

In other actions, the board ac¬ 
cepted a report from director Hugh 
O’Donnell but made the NASA so¬ 
lar heating project proposal the sole 
item on the agenda of a special 
meeting called for Thursday even¬ 
ing, October 3, with a request that 
O’Donnell submit a background re¬ 
port to the rest of the board before 
the meeting. The board agreed 
in principle with the rest of the 
Committee report with reference 
to initiating action to try to obtain 
federal funding through HUD. Ra¬ 
ther than “fishing”, however, the 
board felt that it would be more 
effective to prepare a specific pro¬ 
posal which would then have to 
he given consideration by the fed¬ 
eral agency. The Committee was 
asked to present a suggestion as 
to some of the actions or projects 
that GHI might be able to under¬ 
take. 

The board also requested that a 
special letter be prepared and sent 
to Joe Dalis inviting him to serve 
on the new planning committee. 
He had been an active member of 
the prior committee and his name 
had inadvertently been dropped 
from the list. 

Of special note was an anounce- 
ment by Roy Breashears that 
Marie Castaldi and Fan Schein, 
long-time employees of GHI, were 
retiring and that a special dinner 
in their honor was being held 
Tuesday night, October i. All 
board members were invited to at¬ 
tend.

Bond has been set for two male 
adults who were returned to Cum¬ 
berland and charged with attempt¬ 
ed robbery with a deadly weapon 
of Hank’s Pharmacy in that city 
recently.
